MOSCOW (L E N S )- Soviet citi­ 
zen s wh o oppose th e Soviet regime 
n ow h ave two clear altern atives: 
emigration to th e West if th ey h ap­ 
pen to be Jews, German s or promi­ 
n en t political dissiden ts, an d lucky 
en ough to get on th e quota—or a m a­ 
jor risk of deportation to a labor 
camp if th ey are an y on e else. 
Th e n umber of volun tary or in ­ 
volun tary exiles in th e first category 
h as in creased markedly in recen t 
y ears. But th is mast n ot be taken as 
a sign of liberalization . Th e screws 
h ave simultan eously been tigh ten ed 
on th eir colleagues in th e camps. 
On e reason for th e stepped-up 
p ressure on political prison ers 
seems to be th at th e Soviet govern 
men t is less con cern ed n ow th an it 
used to be about adverse publicity in 
th e West. 
It was en couraged by th e failure 
of Western psy ch iatrists, at last 
y ear’s world con feren ce in Moscow, 
officially to protest th e abuse of psy ­ 
ch iatric prison h ospitals as a mean s 
of pun ish in g Russian s wh o step out 
of lin e. An d with th e outflow of dissi­ 
den ts capturin g th e h eadlin es, th e 
Russian s seem to reckon th at th e 
West is losin g in terest in th e prison ­ 
ers left beh in d. 
Th e n ew h arsh n ess is apparen tly 
aimed less at discouragin g dissen t 
th an at promotin g th e prison ers’ 
ph y sical an d men tal collapse. 
Political prison ers in th e VS 389 - 
35 cam p in th e Perm district de­ 
scribed th is process in a protest th ey 
sen t to th e European security con ­ 
feren ce in Gen eva th is summer. 
“Th ey do n ot sh oot with out a trial 
as in Stalin ’s time, th ey do n ot break 
our ribs or kn ock out our teeth , but 
th ey try to break our spirit, to cause 
our moral death an d to exh aust us 
ph y sically .” It may be workin g. 
Th ese p rison ers h ave before 
th em th e example of Yuri Galan - 
skov, a well-kn own dissiden t wh o 
died in a camp in Mordovia in 19 72 
after an operation for perforated ul­ 
cers. He h ad been sufferin g from a 
rh eumatic h eart con dition , rh euma 
tism an d a liver ailmen t. His death 
can n ot legally be blamed on th e 
prison auth orities but h is fellow- 
prison ers believe th at it was deliber­ 
ately speeded up by in direct mean s 
Th is is wh y th ey h ave been or­ 
gan izin g h un ger strikes again st at­ 
tempts to make th em do h eavy la­ 
borin g jobs wh ich can be fatal to 
men in th eir weaken ed con dition . 
On e prison er on th e dan ger list 
n ow is a 38-year-old Ukrain ian h is­ 
torian , Valen tin Moroz, wh o h as 
been on a h un ger strike in th e n oto 
rious prison n orth east of Moscow 
sin ce July 1. His case h as been taken 
up by An drei Sakh arov an d oth er 
promin en t dissiden ts, as well as by 
such Western politician s as Can a­ 
da’s prime min ister, Trudeau an d 
Sen . Hen ry Jackson . Perh aps th at 


will put to rest Russia’s th eory of 
W’estern in differen ce. 
Th e dissen ters in 
th e 
Soviet 
Un ion , alth ough th ey get th e h ead­ 
lin es in th e W’est, are an islan d in a 
sea of political apath y or con fromi- 
ty. In order to keep th in gs th at way , 
th e Soviet govern men t h as been 
pay in g more atten tion in recen t 
y ears to its programs of ideological 
education . 
Ideology h as become a major So­ 
viet growth in dustry . It h as been run 
by Peter Demich ev, th e cen tral 
committee secretary in ch arge of id­ 
eological work, wh o last week also 
got th e job of min ister of culture 


Un der h is direction ideological 
policy h as simultan eously become 
more h ardlin e an d more soph isticat­ 
ed. Psy ch ology an d public opin ion 
research are n ow amon g th e tools of 
th e eideology apparatus. Probably 
th e biggest ch an ge is th e expan sion 
of adult political education . 
Programs of “ party study ”— 
largely in ten ded for party members 
an d emph asizin g subjects such as 
dialectical materialism an d Com­ 
mun ist h istory —n ow in volve more 
th an 19 million people, compared 
with 12 million wh en Demich ev took 
over h is job a decade ago. 
A n ew an d overlappin g sy llabus 
of adult econ omic education , first in ­ 
troduced in 19 71, also h as a stron g 
ideological con ten t. It may h ave 
quite a bit to do with a recen t revela­ 
tion in Pravda th at in 19 73 alon e th e 
loss of production “ due to delay s, 
n on -appearan ce on sh ifts with th e 
m an agem en t’s con sen t, an d un war­ 
ran ted absen teeism ” cost approxi­ 
mately 3,000 million rubles. 
A recen t Pravda article claimed 
th at th e n umber of people en gaged 
in political study of all kin ds h ad 
reach ed a gran d total of 59 million , 
n early a quarter of th e en tire Soviet 
population . Political in struction 
takes place in th e even in g, or durin g 
breaks in th e workin g day in so- 
called “ red corn ers” of factories 
an d offices reserved for th is kin d of 
activity . 
All th is con tradicts th e ten den cy 
to regard th e Soviet Un ion ’s ap 
proach to ideology as largely a m at­ 
ter of ritual. Study session s are in ­ 
ten ded to create a body of sh ared 
ideas th at can bin d togeth er a multi­ 
n ation al, n on religious an d rapidly 
ch an gin g society . 
But th e more familiar aspects of 
th e ideology program —th e cam ­ 
paign s again st religion , political dis­ 
sen t an d Western ideas—are un like­ 
ly to disappear. Th ey h ave become 
more n ecessary in th e era called de 
ten te. 
TTie more access Russian s h ave 
to Western media, th e more th e gov­ 
ern men t is likely to turn to ‘‘ideolog­ 
ical education ” to coun ter th e ideas 
th at seep in from abroad. 
W ho ow ns w h at?

ADDIS ABABA (LENS)— Eth io­ 
pia h as caugh t th e Robespierre fe­ 
ver. Its 10 mon th s of bloodless revo­ 
lution en ded abruptly on Nov. 23 
with th e summary execution of 59 
men . 
On ly 11 of th em, mostly former 
min isters, h ad been formally in dict­ 
ed Th e oth ers, 19 civilian officials 
an d 29 soldiers, 
reportedly 
h ad 
ch arges read to th em jast before be­ 
in g sh ot. 
Th e 60th an d most importan t vic­ 
tim, Gen eral Aman An dom. wh o h ad 
been ch airman of th e rulin g military 
coun cil, min ister of defen se an d act­ 
in g h ead of state un til th e day be­ 
fore. died th at same Saturday n igh t 
“ resistin g arrest.” 
Th e decision to murder a fair slice 
of Eth iopia’s most experien ced lead­ 
ers was taken out of reven ge, fear 
an d, almost certain ly , pan ic. Th e 
likely objects of ven gean ce are easy 
en ough to iden tify : feudal baron s of 
th e old regime. But th e murder vic­ 
tims did n ot in clude all th e most 
powerful men or all th e rich est on es 
or even all th ose with th e worst rec­ 
ords of corruption an d maladmin is­ 
tration . 
Amon g th em were lesser officials 
an d lower-ran kin g soldiers, fittin g 
in to n o discern ible pattern All th ese 
men except Gen eral Aman were, in 
an y even t, already safely beh in d 
bars an d orderly pre-trial in vestiga­ 
tion s were proceedin g. So someth in g 
mast h ave tigh ten ed or provoked th e 
military leaders in to wh at seems to 
h ave been an un premeditated m as­ 
sacre. 
Th e killin g of Gen eral Aman in 
th e course of a struggle may well 
h ave been th e trigger for th e oth er 
execution s. Th e military coun cil 
listed various reason s wh y it h ad set 
out to arrest th e gen eral. He h ad 
been plottin g again st th e “people’s 
movemen t” ; attemptin g to create 
division s amon g th e armed forces 
an d members of th e military coun ­ 
cil; blockin g th e implemen tation of 
its decision s; n eglectin g h is duties; 
an d absen t from h is post. 
Th e secon d of th ese ch arges 
seems closest to bein g th e real ex­ 
plan ation for th e grim even ts. In th e 
weeks before h is death Gen eral 
Aman , wh o h ad been fron t man for, 
but n ot a member of, th e 120-man 
military coun cil or dirgue, h ad evi­ 
den tly been in con flict with h is col­ 
leagues. Sign ifican tly , h is growin g 
disaffection ran parallel with th e 
emergen ce of Major Men gistu Haile 
Mariam as th e real power beh in d th e 
military movemen t. 
Gen eral Aman an d Major Men gi­ 
stu are th ough t to h ave differed 
sh arply over on e of th e most press­ 
in g issues before th e coun cil 
th e fu­ 
ture of Eritrea Th e gen eral, wh o 
was h imself an Eritrean , argued 
th at a softer lin e, in cludin g an offer 
of some degree of auton omy , migh t 
solve th e in surgen cy th ere. 


In a speech on Nov. 17 Major 
Men gistu in sisted th at separatism 
will n ot be tolerated. He is con sid­ 
ered to be* on e of th e officers wh o 
wan t to rein force th e arm y in th e 
n orth an d take tough er measures 
again st th e rebels. 
Oth er recen t rumblin gs in th e 
dirgue over wh ere Eth iopia sh ould 
buy its arm s, wh at sh ould be don e 
about its econ omy an d h ow th e fu­ 
ture govern men t sh ould be organ ­ 
ized 
probably also divided Gen eral 
Aman from man y of h is y oun ger, 
more radical colleagues. But h is 
break with Major Men gistu seems to 
h ave been less over ideology (Men ­ 
gistu h as revealed n o obvious leftist 
sy mpath ies) th an over th eir differ­ 
en t approach es to power an d over 
power itself. 
Wh at seems to be h appen in g is 
th at th e rivalries wh ich Emperor 
Haile Selassie used to cultivate as 
part of h is divide-an d-rule policy 
h ave come to th e surface again sin ce 
h is oustin g in September. Th e fact 
th at 17 gen erals were amon g th ose 
killed also suggests a determin ation 
to remove officers with lon g expe 
rien ce as well as th ose wh o migh t 
th reaten th e curren t powerh olders 
Th at would apply both to Gen eral 
Aman an d to Colon el Alem Sewde 
Tessema, wh o was th e leader of th e 
military cabal before Men gistu ap 
pea red on th e scen e 
Eth n ic division s also come in to 
it: th e fact th at Gen eral Aman was 
an Eritrean an d Major Men gistu an 
Amh ara is likely to h ave in flamed 
th eir dispute 
With th e dirgue soun din g dan ger­ 
ously defen sive about military un ity 
an d every th in g else, th e tate of th e 
oth er 150 promin en t Eth iopian s still 
in deten tion looks omin ous Th ese 
in clude some 30 or 49 judges, former 
min isters, civil servan ts an d a scat­ 
terin g of lan dlords an d soldiers. 
Plus, of course, th e 82-y ear-old em ­ 
peror, about wh om th ere is particu­ 
lar con cern 
Th e un iversal con demn ation of 
th e execution s may make th e dirgue 
th in k again . But th is will n ot wipe 
out th e effect on a n ation un accus­ 
tomed to mass m urder An d it will 
n ot restore th e image of a bloodless 
revolution , n ow so irrecoverably 
4 broken .

On ly th e Un ited States, wh ich is 
11th in th e world's ran kin g of rice 
producers, remain s in a position to 
export rice Of th e five million ton s 
produced in th e Un ited States in 
19 73, fully 67 per cen t of th e crop was 
exported to more th an 100 coun tries. 
With two million acres curren tly 
un der rice cultivation , predomin an t­ 
ly in Louisian a, Texas, Mississippi, 
Arkan sas an d Californ ia, th is y ear’s 
crop is expected to y ield 6.5 million 
ton s, of wh ich more th an two-th irds 
will go to overseas markets. 
For a n ation allegedly based on 
waste, it is worth n otin g th at it takes 
th e average American farm er on ly 
two man -day s of labor to grow an d 
h arvest on e acre of rice compared 
with 400 man -day s per acre in most 
of th e developin g n ation s, wh ere rice 
is th e staple crop 


Accordin g to spokesm en for 
ch emical man ufacturers, h owever, 
th e .American farmer faces a major 
th reat to h is ability to grow th e crops 
th at will meet h ome deman d as well 
as h elp ease th e crisis in th e 
world’s rice bowl 
Th e th reat, th ey say , is th e attack 
wh ich certain pressure groups h ave 
laun ch ed again st on e of th e ch emi­ 
cals wh ich h ave h elped give th e 
Un ited States its rice-exportin g cap­ 
ability . th e pesticide 2, 4, 5-T. Th is, 
despite a fin din g by th e En viron ­ 
men tal Protection Agen cy th at th ere 
is n o eviden ce to support with drawal 
of th e pesticide 
Accordin g to th e in dustry , th e 
drive again st 2, 4, 5-T could result in* 
th e sam e kin d of th in g th at h appen ed 
to cy clamates. Followin g reports 
th at mice h ad developed can cer af­ 
ter bein g fed massive doses of th e 
artificial sweeten in g additive, th e 
Food an d Drug A dm in istration 
ban n ed cy clamates in October, 19 69 
Sin ce th en , th e origin al tests h ave 
been called in to question by oth er 
tests, but th e ban con tin ues an d 
American s are den ied th e use of a 
proven sugar substitute at a time 
wh en sugar prices h ave taken off for 
th e sky .

Th e own ­ 
er was certain h e was goin g to get a 
slash in g, a gun wh ippin g or sh ot. 
Th e guy s with gun s were too crazy 
for h im to take th e ch an ce of stay in g 
on . 
An elderly frien d with a serious 
h eart con dition 
was mugged 
in 
broad day ligh t on th e street smack 
between Joh n s Hopkin s Sch ool of 
Advan ced In tern ation al Studies an d 
th e Brookin gs In stitution . He wasn ’t 
worried about h is purse; h e h ad lit­ 
tle mon ey . But th e muggers violen t­ 
ly kn ocked h im down in th eir sur- 


prise attack, so reckless th ey were 
in th eir eagern ess for h is few dol­ 
lars. 
Th e major cities h ave large po­ 
lice departmen ts. But most officers 
are occupied with con trollin g traffic, 
directin g crowds, h an dlin g admin is­ 
tration an d writin g reports, issuin g 
tickets for min or traffic or parkin g 
violation s, dealin g with drun ks, re­ 
spon din g to n uisan ce disturban ces 
an d carry in g on a multitude of oth er 
tasks little con n ected with th e se­ 
rious crime we are con cern ed w ith . 
Th e prosecutin g attorn ey ’s office 
is n o better. A former big city man in 
th is post say s h e felt lucky wh en h e 
h ad a jacket w ith some outlin e of th e 
case, a smatterin g of eviden ce an d a 
list of witn esses w h en h e walked in to 
a courtroom on an armed robbery or 
oth er such serious case. Frequen tly 
h e h ad to go in with n oth in g, n o jack­ 
et, n o eviden ce an d n o kn owledge of 
wh eth er th ere’d be an y witn esses. 
Th e crowdin g of our courts with 
trivial cases is old stuff but deadly 


serious. In on e major city , as a re­ 
sult, a Justice Departmen t official 
say s, th ere are 1,200 men an d wom­ 
en in prison waitin g trial for murder.

In the Dec. 9 issu e of the 
Jou rnal of the American Medi 
cal Association, the researchers 
said that hard plastic boots and 
improv ed release bindings to 
protect legs and ankles hav e 
redu ced sprains and fractu res 
in those areas. 
Bu t they fou nd a simu lta 
noou s increase in sprains and 
fractu res of the hand, arm and 
shou lder The researchers said 
the reason may be that the u p 
per ex trem ities mu st bear the 
bru nt of a fall.

ju ries has been bou ght at the 
ex pense of the arm and torso 
“ With a ski popu lation of fiv e 
million who av erage to to 15 
day s of skiing per season and 
an inju ry rate of perhaps 5 per 
1.000 skier-day s, we are ex - 
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periencing an incidence of 25 0,- 
000 inju ries per y ear ’’ 
In the stu dy , sprains accou nt 
ed for 43 per cent of the in­ 
ju ries; fractu res for 31 per cent 
and other ty pes of inju ries ac­ 
cou nted for the rest. 


The inju ry rate was abou t the 
same as in the earlier period, 
bu t the site of 
the 
inju ry 
changed drastically . 
Ankle sprains dropped from 
41 per cent in 1960*61 to 26 per 
cent, while sprains to the u pper 
ex tremities rose from 4.3 per 
cent to IB 1 per cent.

Oil wells are curse 
for Argentine ranchers

Editor’s Note 
Most people 
nowadays would rejoice if they 
struck oil in their backyards. 
But here’s a place where they 
don’t.

^rancher on the windy wastes of 
Patagonia “ The state company 
is so sloppy they stain our 
sheep, they ruin our land and 
we get nothing ” 
^orse, Argentine and foreign 
engineers say, if the state mo­ 
nopoly — Y P F — were better 
run, Argentina could be self- 
sufficient in oil, saving 
million 
a 
year 
at 
current 
prices. 
Now 
Y P F 
produces 
about 
310,000 b arrels of oil a day and 
re c e iv e s 
an o th er 
112,000 
pumped by international com 
panics on contract, altogether 
about 85 per cent of the coun­ 
try ’s needs. It is A rgentina’s 
biggest com pany. 
Argentine law says surface 
land can bo private, but miner­ 
al rights belong to the state. A 
minimal compensation is paid 
for damage done, although ad 
ministrative delays mala* that 
hard to collect. 
“ 1 agree we could probably 
be self-sufficient and we are 
hampered by tremendous bu 
reaucratic problems,” said a 
top Y P F official. “ But we have 
had five directors in 13 months 
What can we do'.’" 
He said Y P F management 
does ajl it can to protect range­ 
land and stock, but added it is 
impossible to stop some work 
ers from stealing lambs, leav­ 


ing gates open and fouling wa 
ter supplies. 
He would not estimate how 
much oil was lost because of 
poor maintenance, broken pipes 
and other problems 
“ It is significant, though," he 
said 
“ We have supervisors 
who just cannot discipline their 
workers. They are afraid of un­ 
ion action 
or worse.” 
( omodor Rivadavia was a 
dusty backwater port 935 miles 
south of Buenos Aires until the 
turn of the century when some­ 
one dug a well for water, but 
tound oil. Comodoro has never 
been the same. 
Most of Argentina’s oil is pro­ 
duced in the surrounding prov­ 
ince of Chubut, the southern 
neighbor 
province of 
Santa 
Cruz, and the territory of the 
tiottom 
of 
South 
America, 
Tierra del Fuego. 


Fields are on open rangeland 
where only sheep can bear the 
bitter winters and scarce wa­ 
ter 
One major problem is that 
Argentines have an immense 
pride in Y P F , considering it a 
symbol of economic independ 
ence 


“ The oil has to come out, we 
are in favor of that," said Juan 
M. Altuna, president of the 
Comodoro Rivadavia Ranchers’ 
Society. "But they should use 
more care It is a terrible prob 
lem.” 


He said estimates show that 
once grass here is disturbed it 
takes 10 years to grow back, if 
it ever does

"We need a whole different 
national attitude to counter­ 
balance this restlessness in our 
society," ho said. “ We postpone 
our existence while we try to 
get to be eagles instead of cole 
bra ting life here and now as 
chickadees."

Smoke rose

cam ps as air raid sirens wailed 
throughout Beirut. 
The jets dipped low over the 


city as they m ade at least two 
b om b ing passes. W itnesses said 
the m ajor cam ps of Sab ra and 
Shatilla and the sm aller Tal 
Z aatar cam p near the Beirut 
airport took hits. 


R esidents at another cam p, 
Bourj el B arajneh, said they 
w ere not hit b ut that guerrillas 
fired antiaircraft rockets at the 
attacking jets.

Demand fo r engineers with a 
bachelo r degree will be up by 
three per cent, said Endico tt 
Demand fo r graduates with de 
grees in all o ther areas will be 
do wn slightly by o ne half o f o ne 
per cent, his repo rt said 
Including the demand fo r en 
gineers, the demand fo r male 
graduates with a bachelo r de­ 
gree will be up o n by o ne per 
cent fro m 1974 and the demand 
fo r wo men will be up by sev en 
per cent, the repo rt said. 
Fo r master degree graduates, 
ho wev er, the surv ey is less en­ 
co uraging. The demand fo r 
graduate engineers is do wn li 
per cent and the demand fo r 
no nengineering degree ho lders 
is do wn by two per cent, the 
repo rt said. 
Endico tt said this may be due 
to cutbacks in research and de- 


v elo pment activ ities by so me 
co mpanies. 
The co mpanies were sur­ 
v ey ed in No v ember Endico tt 
said. Thirty per cent o f the 
firms anticipated a wo rse busi­ 
ness o utlo o k in 1975 than in this 
y ear; 28 per cent tho ught the 
picture wo uld impro v e and 42 
per cent said the y ear ahead 
will be abo ut the same as 1974. 
Endico tt also said firms par­ 
ticipating in the surv ey ex pect 
an inflatio n rate o f 
1 0 per cent 
fo r 1975 and eight per cent fo r 
1976 in planning fo r the future. 
He cautio ned, ho wev er: “ I

Seldom 
has the executive suite been 
subjected to such pressure as it 
is now enduring, and whether it 
can solve all its problems is 
debatable 
Eugene Jennings, manage 
ment professor at 
Michigan 
States University, is very con 
cerned that many of the men 
who head the nation’s largest 
companies are ill-equipped to 
deal with the multifaceted chal­ 
lenges before them. 
Products of the 1960s, when 
the focus of their efforts was 
mainly on profits, these men 
are being challenged now by 


capital shortages, consumer 
ism, ecological concerns, na 
tionalism, 
controls, 
product 
safety, equality, etc. 
The men needed today must 
have imagination, vision and a 
broad understanding, said Jen 
nings, who is also a confidential 
adviser to corporate chief exec 
utives and a recognized author­ 
ity on executive mobility 
Hut the men who worked 
their way to the top during the 
1960s lack lateral vision and 
foresight, he believes They do 
not have a sense of the grand 
plan. Many of them are con­ 
fused, 
Here are some of strains on 
the executive suite that Jen 


nings 
believes 
constitutes 
a 
crisis of the management sys 
tern : 
Manufacturing executive He 
knows production hasn’t kept 
pace with the increase in labor 
costs Hut he can’t obtain funds 
from the financial officer to oh 
tain labor-saving tools and ma­ 
chinery. 
On top of this he is faced 
with demunds to humanize the 
assembly line, to enrich jobs, to 
make them more rewarding 
He is thus faced with at least 
one 
dilemma 
and 
probably 
many more. 
Market ing executive : His fun­ 
damental problem is that the 
consumer has lost his respect 
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size 
p o rta b le 


fur the market place as an ar 
biter of prices. He knows the 
public is looking to the govern 
ment rather than the market 
place for price constraints 
Sales executive: His problem 
is the profit margin 
It has 
been declining in the past two 
or three years. He has to lower 
the cost of selling Hut produe 
tivity also is falling, so he is 
forced to sell at a high price in 
a sluggish market 
Finance executive: The debt 
to-equity 
ratio 
has 
doubled 
since 1957 and now is up to 
14 
per cent 
Secondly, the cash 
flow to investment ratio is far 
too low to finance capital ex 
penditures. 
He can’t get capital from the 
stock market, and is forced into 
bonds. He needs to build liquid 
ity, but how can he do it0 Espe 
ciall> when banks are returning 
to more traditional

Purchasing agent He's under 
a gun he never faced before 
His office has been raised in 
stature because it is believed 
he can control costs Hut he is 
expected to buy at low cost 
items that are unavailable or in 
short supply. 


Atop this mountain of prob 
lems, Jennings places a chief 
executive who has been trained 
to concentrate 
narrowly 
on 
profits. Too often he is unable 
to envision the over all chat 
lenge to his company 


The chief executive also has 
his own peculiar worry. He

in decisions. 
Can he handle the job? Je n ­ 
nings has doubts. And he has 
doubts too about the system's 
ability to produce the men of 
vision and foresight to bring 
corporations through the new 
complexities ?

(AP) - The 
prestigious and wealthy 
Iv y 
League, concerned with the spi- 
raling cost of college athletics, 
will try to sa v e money by cut­ 
ting football staffs to sev en full­ 
time coaches and making fresh­ 
men eligible to play v arsity 
baseball, soccer and lacrosse. 


Wednesday ’s action by the 
Iv y presidents means each of 
the eight schools must drop at 
least 
one 
full-time 
football 
coach to get down to sev en. 
The cuts probably will take ef­ 
fect for the 19 75-76 budget y ear 
which begins nex t July 1. 


The 
presidents also 
ov er­ 
whelmingly turned down a pro­ 
posal to permit freshmen to 
play v arsity football but agreed 
to leav e it up to each school 
whether to let them play v a r­ 
sity baseball, soccer and la cr­ 
osse. 


Dr. John G. Kemenv of Dart­ 
mouth, chairman of the Iv y 
presidents’ council, told The 
Associated Press a v ote on 
whether freshmen should be 
allowed to play v arsity ba sket­ 
ball and hockey will be recon­ 
sidered at a meeting in Febru­ 
ary . Informed sources ex pect it 
to pass at that time. 
In 19 71, the Iv y presidents 
made freshmen eligible for all 
indiv idual sports — i.e., tennis, 
golf, track, wrestling, sw im ­ 
ming, etc. 
In addition to the football 
coaching cuts, the presidents 
ruled that no more than $4,000 
could be paid to part-time foot­ 
ball coa ches, such as graduate 
a ssista nts. The $4,000 can be 
paid to one man but 
split 
among no more than four part- 
time coaches 
The Iv y League is the only 
conference which does not a l­ 
low freshmen to compete in all 
v arsity sports. 


“ Baseball fans spend more 
because they hav e no com 
pulsion to stay glued to their 
sea ts.” Connell ex plained. “ The 
ga m e is slow and casual Fans 
mov e around constantly . They 
keep buy ing. 
“ Hockey is helped beca use it 
has two intermissions, instead 
of just one as in basketball But 
there is no halftime show so the 
fans can get to the food win­ 
dows during the break. 
“ But while the game is on. 
they don't budge This is more 
true in football, where one 
can t afford to m iss a single 
play At the half, there is a col­ 
orful halftime show. So the fan 
normally just has time to get to 
the toilet and back to his sea t.” 
Connell said his company 
keeps tab on the fans' ta stes 
down to the “ gna t’s ey ebrow.” 
“ Don't giv e the race fan a ny ­ 
thing that requires two ha nds,” 
he said "He needs one hand a l­ 
way s free to hold his tip sheet,
